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THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The draft of the constitution 
for the League of Nations doesn’t 
furnish much ground for the 
alarm whcih has emanated from 
certain sources during the dis­ 
cussion 
of 
the proposal. 
The 
sovereignty of the nations as 
well as their freedom of action 
have been restricted 
in 
a re­ 
markably small degree. 
Yet the League 
is 
clothed 
with sufficient power, it seems, 
to be an effective preventative 
of war. 
This is the chief end 
sought and if it can be accom­ 
plished individual 
nations 
can 
well afford to make the small 
sacrifices in sovereignty and 
freedom of action which will be 
asked of them. The boon of per­ 
manent peace will be cheaply 
bought if nothing more in the 
way of surrenders are demand­ 
ed than seem apparent in the 
first draft of the League’s con­ 
stitution. 
The individual citizen must 
surrender certain freedom of ac­ 
tion if he secures the protection 
of a state. 
Likewise, 
a 
state 
must necessarily surrender cer­ 
tain of its rights and funct ions if 
it obtains the protection of a na­ 
tion. In America we very frank­ 
ly recognize that we must sur­ 
render certain prerogatives to 
the National government. 
But no sensible citizen of Tex­ 
as would care to withdraw from 
the Union just in order that Tex­ 
as might secure freedom of ac­ 
tion in foreign 
affairs. The 
same analysis holds good with 
the League of Nations. The un­ 
ion which bound the American 
states together did not prevent 
the Civil War, b u t.once the is­ 
le re set- 
usly de- 
dissolv- 


emrmously our production and 
our wealth. 
i t is the specialist who alw ays 
prospers—the man who masters 
his job.
